ment of 22 freight cars in Shawsheen 
Saturday afternoon. 

The derailment, which occurred shortly 
after 3 p.m. Saturday resulted in the 
vicinity of $250,000 damage and was caus- 
ed by a lock on a switch being smashed by 
a stone and the handle thrown. 

Andover and railroad police announced 
Wednesday morning that they would seek 
complaints against the two juveniles, one 
12, the other 13, ‘‘alleged to have van- 
dalized a train switch resulting in 
derailment.”’ 

The statement read at Andover police 
Wednesday morning said, ‘‘Andover 
Police Detective Donald Mooers and 
Boston and Maine Police Lt. Leonard 
MacNeill, assisted by the FBI spearhead- 
ed a successful investigation into derail- 
ment of 22 cars of two Boston and Maine 
trains on Saturday, May 20, 1978. The in- 
vestigation has resulted in the officers 
seeking complaints in Lawrence District 
Court against two Andover juveniles alleg- 
ed to have vandalized a track switch which 
resulted in the derailment. Damages as 
the result of the derailment are expected 
to cost in the vicinity of a quarter million 
dollars. 

‘Police received overwhelming 
response from Andover residents regar- 
ding the incident. It is unusual to find such 
co-operation, but in this instance the An- 
dover community should feel proud, Lt. 
MacNeill said. 

Detective Mooers said the response was 
tremendous, and as a result of all leads be- 
ing pursued, he and Lt. MacNeil were able 
to come up with the necessary information 
to seek complaints.

It is believed these rocks were used to 
smash the locks and release the switch. 

Maximum penalty, if the juveniles are 
found guilty would be a five year jail term 
on charges of malicious damage to per- 
sonal property and a year and/or $500 fine 
for tampering with a rail switch. 

The complaints will be sought in 
Lawrence District Court and the youths 
charged with delinquency by reason of 
malicous damage and tampering charges. 

The youths are residents of the general 
Shawsheen area, and according to police, 
“did it for kicks,’’ not realizing the 
seriousness of their vandalistic act, police 
said. 

Lt. MacNeil said it was unusual to come 
up with sufficient evidence in order to 
seek complaints in such a short time, and 
was high in his praise of Andover people 
who reported information. 

Detective Mooers concurred, stating 
that despite receiving a lot of information 
which proved immaterial in the long run, 
the response was very much appreciated. 

Numerous people were interviewed 
prior to the actual questioning of the 
juveniles involved. 

The railroad had offered a $1,000 reward 
for the arrest and conviction of these 
responsible for Saturday’s vandalism. 
Wednesday Lt. MacNeil and Mooers in- 
dicated that the railroad would still pay 
the reward, but as to who it would go to, is 
something yet to be determined. 

Lt. MacNeil said the juveniles certainly 
could not realize the gravity of the situa- 
tion, particularly if the engines had been 
derailed and tipped over. If that had 
happened, he said, there very easily could 
have been three deaths. 

As it was many of the freight cars were 
empty. Three will have to be scrapped, 
due to the severity of the damage.

Ducks, Geese, sandhill cranes and whop- 
ping cranes arriving along the Platte 
River Valley in Nebraska during Spring 
and Autumn form one of the nation’s great 
wildlife spectacles.

Selectmen Monday night ordered the 
dog to be disposed, unless it can be given 
to a guard or protective agency or a police 
department by the June 10 deadline. 

The decision came after consideration 
of testimony given at a May 8 hearing in 
which residents complained of the dog 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Michael Pierrat, 
48 Farrwood Drive. 


The dog had bitten the child of Mrs.

Dog Control Officer Donald Porter also 
told the selectmen of complaints against 
the dog by other neighbors and failure of

Complaints about Andover mail service 
have been forwarded to postal authorities 
by the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
and have been presented to selectmen. 

Robert Finlayson, in a letter to George 
Walker, regional director of the U.S. 
Postal Service, cited complaints of local 
businessmen getting mail up to two hours 
later than usual, since the transfer of 
clerk and carrier personnel to the 
Lawrence post office. 

Finlayson explains that mail which used 
to be recieved in boxes at the Andover post 
office at 8 to 9 in the morning is now not 
being received until 10:30 or 11 a.m. 

Such delays impedes the business 
progress of local firms, since personnel 
are on hand first thing in the morning to 
handle accounting procedures which come 
through the mail, as well.as other business 
matters which are forwrded to local 
destinations. 

Finlayson added that when the transfer 
to Lawrence was presented, as a means of 
keeping the post office in the central 
business district, local officials were 
promised there would be no change in ser- 
vice. 

But, Finlayson points out in his letter to 
Walker, the service has declined under the 
new system. 

Early morning mail consists mainly of 
materials which may have come from 
Lawrence late the previous afternoon, 
Finlayson points out. When everything 


~ was contained in the Andover main post 


office, the 9 o’clock visit to the local boxes 
resulted in a quantity of up-to-date mail. 
Some mail is now as much as three to four 
days late in arriving at the boxes, it was 
pointed out. 

Selectmen Monday night were informed 
of the letter by the chamber and felt that 
firm statistics should be drawn up in an ef- 
fort to present a firm case to the postal 
authorities. The chamber letter did con- 
tain some statistical information, but the 
board felt more was needed. 

Chairman Albert Cole said that if 
thenew system is having an adverse effect 
on the local area, then the board should 
file a formal protest with the postal of- 
ficials. 


The transfer of personnel to the 
Lawrence office was a result of the 
lengthy period in which the postal service 
wanted to build-a:new processing facility 
in Andover, initially on Andover street. 

Protest by the town to the site an- 
nounced by the postal service resulted in 
the town working with the agency to find 
alternate locations. 

No sites were acceptable to the postal 
service which was informed that the main 
postal facility, or customer service por- 
tion of the post office, must remain in the 
downtown area, 

Early this year, clerks and carriers 
were moved to the Lawrence post office 
and the carriers now are doing their 
routes with the aid of Jeeps.

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A Serious Matter 


There were no serious injuries, nor was there serious 
damage to nearby property. 

But, this does not diminish the seriousness of the ac- 
tion of vandals who tampered with a railroad switch 
which resulted in the derailment of over 20 freight cars 
in the Shawsheen area Saturday. 

As near as can be determined at this point the 
tampering with the switching mechanism was the work 
of vandals who broke the switch lock and relay box. This 
resulted in the rails being split or wavering, thus one set 
of wheels on one train went one way, another set the 
other. Ultimately, the moving train struck a stationary 
one and some 22 cars were strewn over the roadbed. 

Fortunately there were no injuries or lives lost as had 
happened several years ago in a train accident at the 
same location. 

As far as the accident location is concerned, it was 


probably the safest place for it to happen, when one 
realized the problems which could have occurred a 
short distance away, near the Haverhill street overpass 
and nearby residential property. 

Too, the freight cars were empty, thus there were no 
chemicals or gases to escape from tank cars which 
were overturned. 

But these facts, too, fail to diminish the seriousness of 
the matter.

We have heard of cases in both West Andover and 
Lawrence over the past weekend of instances where 
young people have actually stolen expensive ten-speed 
bikes and driven them off. 

In two cases a neighbor spotted strange actions regar- 
ding activities of young people around their neighbor’s 
property. 

In both cases, after learning of the bikes missing from 
the property, pursued the young people who upon 
questioning, dropped the bikes and fled.

But, how many will be victimized, or have already 
been stolen. | 

In the instances cited, alertness by neighbors paid off. 

Thus it proves that being aware of what’s happening 
in your neighborhood is valuable in the protection of 
property and preventing looting. Any strange action 
should be reported to the police immediately, even if it 
results in a needless call or investigation. 

Also, it is obvious that locking up a bike in an open 
garage, or leaving it supposedly secure in the yard, is no 
longer insurance that the bike will be there when you 
want it. 

Best protection is securely locked in a locked garage 
or even inside the cellar or some other location inside 
the house.

Burger About Carter’s Law Speech: 
He Saw It But Didn’t Approve It 


WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Carter has drawn 
heavy fire for his attack on 
the legal profession. His 
press secretary, Jody Pow- 
ell, brought Chief Justice 
Warren Burger into the 


‘ controversy by mentioning 


that he was shown the 
president’s speech in 
advance. 

Burger has let it be 
known that he didn’t like 
being associated with the 
president’s views. He did 
not approve the president’s 
speech, and he thought it 
was improper for Powell to 
leave this impression. 

But sources close to the 
Chief Justice told us that 
he privately agreed with 
most of what Carter said. 
The president declared 
that the United States has 
“the heaviest concentra- 
tion of lawyers on earth — 
one for every 500 Ameri- 
cans.”’ 

Carter contended, ‘‘We 
have more litigation, but I 
am not sure we have more 
justice ... We are over- 
lawyered and under-repre- 
sented.”’ 

In the privacy of his 
judicial chambers, Burger 
does not disagree. He has 
told associates that the 
nation is overrun by hordes 
of lawyers who are entan- 
gling the populace in litiga- 
tion, bogging down the 
courts and substituting le- 
gal manipulation for jus- 
tice. 

Several months ago, the 
Chief Justice called upon 
the shah of Iran. The shah 
said he wanted to modern- 
ize the judicial processes 
in his country. 

Apologetically, the shah 
explained that Iran’s sys- 
tem of justice is primitive. 


In the villages, he said, 
disputes were resolved by 


councils of elders. There 


were no courts, no. law- 
yers, there was no judicial 
review. 

The Chief Justice con- 
fided afterward that he 
would like to send a legal 
team to Iran to investigate 
village justice. The Ameri- 
can experts could learn 
more from Iran, he sug- 
gested, than the other way 
around. 

It is a fact that attorneys 
dominate the government. 
The founding fathers in- 
tended that Congress, for 
example, should be repre- 
sentative of the people. But 
the lawyers have taken it 
over. They hold more than 
300 of the 535 seats. 

Both in and out of the 
government, Washington 
has more lawyers per cap- 
ita than any city in the 
world. The lawyers in gov- 
ernment produce complex 
legislation and regulations 
that create business for the 
lawyers out of. govern- 
ment. 

Today, the confused citi- 
zen needs an attorney to 
make out a tax return, sell 
a home, settle an estate 
and protect himself from 
the pitfalls that the govern- 
ment lawyers produce. 

Many lawsuits, mean- 
while, benefit only the law- 
yers, who collect fat fees 
and leave both parties 
worse off. 

Soaring Prices: Accord 
ing to secret White House 
minutes and memos, Pres- 
ident Carter has been talk- 
ing to his policymakers 
about inflation. He is wor- 
ried that the Democrats 
could be voted out of office 
if prices continue to soar. 


Treasury Secretary W. 


Michael Blumenthal 
warned the Cabinet that 
inflation is ‘‘the major risk 
for the next year.’’ He 
claimed ‘‘the situation is 
serious’? and called for 


‘additional steps to hold 


down inflation.”’ 


One step will be to push 
up interest rates. This will 
make it more expensive to 
borrow money. Fewer 
families will be able to 
afford to finance new 
homes, cars and appli- 
ances. With fewer purchas- 
es, the prices should start 
to decline. 

The president, mean- 
while, remains optimistic. 
Even with the doors 
closed, he told his subordi- 
nates, ‘‘our economy is 
basically sound, and our 
country is strong.”’ 

Contaminated 
Islands: Thirty years ago, 
the natives were forcibly 
evacuated from an isolated 
chain of atolls in the Pacif- 
ic. These tiny coral islands 
were then devastated by 43 
nuclear test explosions. 

Now the U.S. govern- 
ment is trying to make the 
Enewetak chain habitable 
again for the natives who 
want to go home. But the 
experts have been forced 
to tighten the radiation 
safety standards. They 
fear the returning natives 
might suffer serious radia- 
tion illness from food crops 
grown in contaminated 
soil. 

There is another prob- 
lem. U.S. troops have been 
sent into the islands to 
decontaminate the area for 
the natives. But this raises 
a question of safety for the 
troops. A Pentagon spokes- 
man told us that the sol- 


diers wear heavy radia- 
tion-protective clothing. 


But under a blazing sun, 


the thick clothing could 


become | intolerable. The 
spokesman explained that 
they work only two-hour 
shifts.

Rules and Regulations governing the use oi Conserva- 
tion Land in the 

* TOWN OF ANDOVER * 
Adopted: May 16, 1978 
Published: May 25, 1978 — Andover Townsman 
Public Hearing: June 6, 1978 

1 — These regulations apply to all areas in the Town 
of Andover under the control of its Conservation Com- 
mission either by deed provisions, easements, Town 
Meeting vote or informal arrangement with other 
departments or individuals. Signs with abbreviated 
version of these rules are to be posted on such areas. 

2 — Neither the Conservation Commission nor the 
Town of Andover assumes any liability for injuries, 
damage to property or other loss to persons going on 
such areas who themselves assume all the risks in- 
volved. 

3 — Hunting is not allowed. 

4 — Discharge of firearms is prohibited. Discharg- 
ing of firearms within the limits of the Town of An- 
dover is also prohibited by Town Bylaws. 

5 — Fishing is allowed under the provisions of 
applicable state laws. 

6 — All persons are welcome in conservation areas 
of the Town without permit from sunrise to sunset. 

7 — Overnight camping will only be permitted to 
Scouts and similar organizations having an adult 
leader present and responsible at all times. Every 
such group shall obtain a written camping permit from 
the Conservation Commission Office and a fire permit 
from the Fire Department for campouts if open fires 
are planned. The Fire Department will issue permits 
for open air fires only after the camping permit has 
been obtained. The Conservation Commission will 
designate the exact site to be used and will mandate 
what sanitary arrangements shall be made. Said per- 
mit will be issued for each twenty-four hour period. 
Any persons camping on Conservation land without 
said permit(s) shall be subject to prosecution and 
fines (see item 11). The Conservation Commission 
reserves the right to deny said permit at its discretion 
for any reason. 

8 — Conservation areas are meant to be preserved in 
a natural state. Cans, bottles, garbage, paper, plastic 
and any other debris whatsoever shall be placed in 
receptacles if provided by the Town or taken away if 
no municipal receptacles are on the site. No trees, liv- 
ing or dead, no plants or flowers or soil material or 
rocks or animals of any sort whatsoever shall be 
removed from the Conservation areas, nor any sort 
whatsoever shall be removed from the Conservation 
areas, nor defaced, cut painted or otherwise maimed, 
under penalties described in item 11. No wood living or 
dead shall be cut except as specifically authorized by 
the Conservation Commission for Conservation pur- 
poses only. Dumping on any land in the Town of An- 
dover is prohibited by Town Bylaw. 

9 — No motorized vehicles whatsoever are allowed 


_ on Conservation land except on public roads or in park- 


ing areas or on especially designated areas or trails. 
Power tools are not allowed except as a part of 
authorized maintenance or construction work. 

10 — The Conservation Commission alone may 
authorize trails to be cut or marked, dams to be built, 
or any structures such as a bridge, tower, boardwalk, 
bird houses, hand rail, picnic table to be built or placed 
on Conservation land. 

11 — Visitors to areas are urged to leave them 
cleaner than they were found and to report violations 
to the Overseers of particular reservations, to the 
Conservation Commission, or to the Andover Police 
Department. 

12 — Violations hereof shall be punishable by fines 
up to $200.00 for each offense. Every day of such

Damaged cars were spilled over the 
roadbed and adjacent property of the 
Shetland Properties, the former Raytheon 
plant in Shawsheen. 

Fortunately the cars were empty. Some 
tank cars were involved in the accident 
and, likewise, were empty, with local 
public safety officials checking with com- 
panies to insure that no gases or 
dangerous chemicals were contained. 

The derailment did cause some sparks 
from the wreckage to ignite brush fires 
along the roadbed, with Andover 
firefighters under the direction of Deputy 
Chief Harold Haues responding at 3:18 
p.m. 

The accident took place at almost the 
exact spot as a 1965 derailment which took 
the life of one trainman. 

Selectman Edward M. Harris at Mon- 
day’s board meeting pointed out to his 
colleagues the seriousness of the accident, 
feeling ‘‘it is an indication of the times in 
which we live,” and expressing the hope 
Andover officials would provide every 
assistance in finding those responsible.
